Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  superior  courts  of 
law  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  and  determine  all  actions 
of  tort,  under  the  rules  and  regulations  which  existed  prior 
to  the  passage  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  change  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Courts,  and  the  rules  of  pleading  there- 
in," ratified  the  11th  day  of  September,  1861,  and  all  pro- 
cess hereafter  to  be  issued  in  such  actions,  and  in  all  crimi- 
nal proceedings,  shall  be  made  returnable  in  like  manner 
and  under  the  same  penalties  as  were  prescribed  prior  to 
to  the  passage  of  said  act :  Prodded,  That  no  suits  in  debt, 
assumjisit  or  account,  shall  be  tried  before  said  courts  by 
virtue  of  any  jurisdiction  conferred-by  this  act.

tained the  exemption  of  the  following  officers,  necessary  to 
carry  on   the   operation  of  the   State  government,  viz:  all 
justice^  of  the  peace  whose  appointments  were  made  pre- 
vious to  May  llth,  1863,  county  trustees,  county  solicitors, 
registers,  tax  collectors,  one  deputy  sheriff  in  each  coimty 
where  there  is  no  tax  collector,  coroners,  constables  who 
entered  into  bond  previous  to  the  llth  of  May,  1863,  o^ 
their  successors  in  office,  one  deputy  clerk  for  each  court 
requiring  it,  one  county  commissioner  for  each  county  for 
distributing  money  and  provisions  amongst  soldiers'  fami- 
lies, agent  appointed  under  an  act  of  the  Assembly  for  any 
dut}',  commissioned  officers  of  the  militia  of  this  State  and 
commissioned  officers  of  the  Ilome  Guard,  mayors  and  po- 
lice of  Raleigh,  Wilmington,  Salisbury,  Charlotte,  Fayette- 
ville  and  Goldsboro',  counsellors  of  S;atc,  board   internal 
improvement  and  literary  board,  and  employees  of    the 
State  government  in  the  different  departments.
